ADENAUER SPEAKS 


DR. KONRAD ADENAUER, leader of Chri 
Democrats in western Germany, will head govern: 
ment of new republic. Conservative and anti-Nazi, 
he opposes socialism, advocates decentralized state. 
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NEWLY ELECTED GERMAN CHANCELLOR GIVES STATEMENT TO “LIFE” 
by DR. KONRAD ADENAUER 


The German people have grown up politi- 
cally. They proved this, in my opinion, not 
only by their large participation in the elec- 
Sot ot August Abn? alec by their dlexrent 
decision for the parties of the center. The na- 
tionalistic undercurrents evident in pre- 
election exhortations were by no means so 
important as foreign press accounts made 
them appear to be. The nationalistic line will 
be represented in the new government only 
by five delegates out of a total of 402. Hav. 
ing voted overwhelmingly for parliamen- 
tary democracy and European cooperation, 
it is likewise clear that a considerable major- 
ity of Germans have felt the growing power of 
Christian Democratic thought. At the same 
time we note, in Germany as elsewhere, a 
corresponding abandonment of socialism 
and its doctrines of planned economy. The 
same trend is visible in Belgium, and to an 
increasing degree in Socialist Britain. Need- 
less to say, the same applies to Communism. 


An eastern bulwark 


During the recent election campaign I em- 
phasized that Germany can be reconstruct- 
ed on a sound basis only if she declares her- 
self wholeheartedly for the Christian world 
of the West and all it stands for. Our position 
in that world makes us the eastern bulwark of 
a free and democratic Europe against those 
parts of the Continent dominated by Com- 
munism, and it is my belief that America, 
as a member of the Atlantic world, must have 
a strong interest in giving Germany the pro- 
tection she needs. 

The Christian Democratic Union grate- 
fully recognizes the actions already under- 
taken by the allied nations, chief among 
them the U.S., to strengthen Germany's 
economic capacities. Without the food fur- 
nished in the tragic years from 1945 to 1948, 
the German people might have suffered a 
catastrophic famine. We have further recog- 
nized the significance of Marshall Plan aid, 
without which the democratic ideal in Ger- 
many would scarcely have found fertile soil 
in which to grow. We also believe that our 
new government must exert itself to the ut- 
most to assure that Germans, instead of liv- 
ing on foreign charity, may soon earn their 
own living through increased exports. In the 
long run Germany cannot be dependent on 
relief money provided by the American tax- 
payer. A beggar who, though fit to work, ap- 
pears repeatedly on the doorstep requesting 
alms must inevitably be despised by the most 
benevolent benefactor. 

By intensifying German production and 
increasing German exports, the CDU in- 
tends to build up a capable and competi- 
e economy based on the economic po 
cies already initiated, the principles of which 
are free private initiative and profit sharing 
for the worker. These policies have already 
freed industry, trade and commerce from 
the shackles of a state-controlled economy. 
At the same time the CDU must aid in mitiga- 


By Caste From FRrankrurt 
ting the distress of all those victims of time 
and circumstances who lack the strength to 
build up on their own a new and prosperous 
existence. The most important task of the 
new parliament and government will be the 
construction of housing. The present cata- 
strophic housing situation severely endan- 
gers family and community life. 

The new government must press for the 
internationally guaranteed return of the ex- 
pelled to their former homes. On the basis of 
international law the CDU can never agree 
to recognize the German-Polish frontier ar- 
bitrarily drawn along the Oder-Neisse line. 
I wish to stress emphatically that this qu 
tion concerns the whole of Europe. These 
eastern German provinces with their enor- 
mous resources in food and raw materials 
represent an important factor in the Euro- 
pean economy. The press of refugees from 
these eastern territories inside Germany, 
furthermore, creates a dangerous focal point 
of political unrest. 

Another danger point must not be over- 
looked: I can well imagine that by 1 
when Marshall aid ends, Germany's exports 
will not yet have reached the point where 
they can pay for her necessary imports. To 
avoid increasing internal difficulties result- 
ing from a rapid lowering of Germany’s 
standard of living at this point, the U.S. 
should now plan certain preventive meas- 
ures. It must not be forgotten that the suf- 
fering masses of Germany are an easy prey 
to Communist propaganda, In this connec- 
tion the policy of continued dismantling is 
of particular importance. It is absolutely in- 
comprehensible that four years after the war 
and at a time when the whole world is con- 
vinced that only increased production can 
save Europe, German workmen should be 
forced in the name of war reparations to dis- 
mantle German plants which have nothing 
to do with war production. Germany’s in- 
dustrial potential is still considerable. It 
should be integrated with that of the West- 
ern world and linked with the great indus- 
trial centers of the U.S. 


Exchange of youth 


These closer economic relations between 
our nations should be followed by closer edu- 
cational and cultural ties. An exchange of 
German youth with the youth of all nations 
is of vital importance in leading Germany 
out of the dreadful mental isolation into 
which she was plunged by Nazism, 

We are of the West, even though oppres- 
sion, war and defeat have left Germany a 
pawn in the great struggle of the Western 
and eastern worlds. In our relationship with 
America we are at the receiving end. But in 
years to come an economically and politi- 
cally healthy Germany, indebted as it will 
be for aid from the West, may eventually re- 

pay these commitments by contributing her 
Be to the benefit of the Atlantic wor! ld to 
which we all belong.

THE CHRISTIAN DEMOCRATS 


THEIR LATEST VICTORY SHOULD EARN THEM STRONG U.S. SUPPORT 


The recent West German elections, in 
which the Christian Democrats finished 
first, the Social Democrats second, the Free 
Democrats third and the Communists a bad 
fourth, have been analyzed from as many 
angles as Willie Hoppe encounters in a bil- 
liard tournament. But the really important 
angle has been almost universally missed. It 
has been missed because we have been look- 
ing at the Germans with an eye to their be- 
havior as Germans (which is to say, as crea- 
tures full of menace). The surprising thing, 
however, is that the Germans, once they got 
to the polling booths, acted very much like 
the rest of Western Europe. They not only 
ditched the Communists, they Iehaved ina 
y to make one believe that a new nonso- 
ist “center” is emerging throughout free 
Western Europe as a universal thing. 

The Communists got a meager 5.7% of 
the vote and 15 seats out of 402 in the new 
Bundestag, which makes them a mere float- 
ing fragment in the new Germany. But the 
Socialists—the anticapitalist, “planning” 
party—did not inherit anything from the 
Communists’ loss. The Christian Democrats, 
nonsocialist for the most part, got 7,357,579 
votes and 139 legislative seats, whic! h doesn’t 
give them much of an edge over the Social- 
ists, who got 6, 2 votes and 131 seat: 
But as a "free enterprise” party, the Chris 
i chologically able to 
make a coalition with the Free Democrats 
and other nonextremist splinter groups. 


Yesterday's shibboleths 


To those who are still using the patterns 
of analysis that were popular just after the 
war, this election proves that Germany has 
gone “right.” From 1945 until recently we 
were told that the Socialists represented the 
“center,” or the “middle way,” in Europe. 
To the left was Communism, which was to 
be fought; to the right was “reaction,” lead- 
ing to fascism. The only good liberal choice 
open to U.S. policy makers was to cooperate 
with the Socialists, who alone possessed the 
secret of democracy. So ran the catechism 
from 1945 to 1949, 

Well, what has happened to the popular 
shibboleths of yesteryear? In Italy the Chris- 
tian Democrats are now in the majority. In 
France the situation is not so clear, due to the 
Gaullist- movement which has drawn many 
Catholics away from the strongly Catholic 
MRP. But the French socialists are a dis- 
pirited lot and are certainly no longer the 
French “center,” which is ributed over 
a number of parties.

All of this might constitute a drift to a fas- 
cist “right” if it were not for one fact that 
has been largely unreported in the U.S. This 
fact is that Europeans are taking certain 
values implied by the adjective “Christian” 
with high seriousness. Not all members of 
the various Christian democratic parties are 
100% “practicing” Catholics or even for- 


mally Christian; some are probably agnos- 
tic. But the point about Western Europe to- 
day is that religion has interpenetrated with 
politics in such a way that people have been 
voting for humane values and good men, not 
for hard-and-fast economic philosophies. 

Since freedom is a humane value, the 
Christian democrats of Europe are skepti- 
cal about socialist “planning,” which iney- 
itably tends to push people around insofar 
as choice and scope of occupation are con- 
cerned. But if Christian democ racy is gen- 
erally against the “planned state,” it is not 
committed to laissez faire in a 19th Century, 
devil-take-the-hindmost sense. A discern- 
ing visitor to Europe, after talks with Chris- 
tian democratic leaders (pictures at right), 
came away last spring with the feeling that 
what they stand for is “liberty—and moral- 
ity.” They want to use the tools of capital- 
ism, but within the bounds imposed by 
mon decency and enough social 
make life palatable to all. 


Free enterprise Christians 


The leader of the German Christian Dem- 
oerats, 73-year-old Dr. Konrad Adenauer, 
is reported to be an “archconservative.” But 
what does “conservative” mean when ap- 
plied to German Christian democracy? The 
mentor of the party, Dr. Ludwig Erhard, 
the economic oracle of West Germany who 
brought revival by removing controls after 
the currency reform, talks the language of 
the liberal Austrian school of economics— 
which is extremely non-Nazi. The German 
Christian Democrats are for a federalisti 
as against a centr: political system. 
‘one of this adds up to Nazism, which glo- 
ried in controls and centralized authorit 

There is no sense in going into starry 
rapture over the new European “center”; it 
has dangerous problems to surmount, and 
the truly liberal and mor: in the 
Christian democratic parties 
to the more conventionally ele- 
ments in the long run. The Italian Christian 
Democrats may founder on land reform, th 
French Catholics in the De Gaulle mov 
ment might succumb to the man-on-horse- 
back complex and so ruin the good work al- 
ready done by the MRP, the Belgian and 
Dutch Christian party members might lose 
prestige in a time of economic recession, and 
the German “free enterprise” followers of 
Dr. Erhard may prove unable to deal with 


the heritage of an ancient cartel system. But 
there’s a great deal of potency in a name just 
likes being 


hypocritical. 
The Christian Democrats have been vali- 
ant in opposing the encroachments of Stat 


ism, but they need a more constru 
tude of their own. The U.S. can help by offer- 
ing to cooperate with Christian democrats 
wherever they are doing their job. We were 
prepared to help the Socialist, with whom 
we disagreed; we should be more prepared 
to help a leadership whose faith is very much 
akin to that we profess for ourselves.

A gallery of popular paintings reveals an unwavering love of realism 


“If more than 10% of the population likes a picture,” said George Ber- 
nard Shaw, “it should be burned, for it must be bad.” Risking a major _tion, 
fire earlier this year, Washington's Corcoran Gallery assembled an exhi- 


bition of American paintings the U.S. pub- 
lic has liked most during the last hundred 
years. Confined to work generally accepted 
by critics as artistically good, it displayed a 
glittering array of handsome, nostalgic pie- 
tures and confirmed once again the fact that 
the art Americans have always preferred is 
realistic and recognizable. 

‘The American preference for realism was 
formed during the early years of the repub- 
lie when a practical approach to life domi- 
nated society. With few exceptions, the only 
painters of the time were portraitists who 
roamed from village to village doing stiff and 
precise renderings of wealthy citizens who 
felt there was a practical use in having their 
likenesses grace their family dining rooms.

HIRTY-EIGHT- YEAR-OLD Harry Huter is 
| aslender, jaunty young man who has sur- 
vived two tedious ordeals in his life. For 
five years he flew with the RAF and the U.S. 
Air Forces as a photo reconnaissance n 
1938, with time out for military service, he has 
been a regular driver for the Greyhound Lines, 
the fanciest of all American bus companies. He 
seldom compares the two experiences. When he 
does, he is apt to give bus driving an edge as the 
more nerve-wracking mode of life. 

Huter drives a bus from New York to Pitts- 
field, Mass., in the Berkshire Hills, a distance of 
159 miles. In the sticky heat of summer he leaves 
the Pennsylvania Greyhound Terminal in Man- 
hattan at 8 a.m. Six hours later in Pittsfield he 
turns the bus over to another driver, who takes it 
farther north. On the next day he drives a Grey- 
hound back to New York. City bus drivers are

sometimes envious of the Greyhound man, who. 
doesn’t stop at every odd block or spend his day 
tangled in city traffic, pelted by a rain of pen- 
nies. Little boys look up to Greyhound drivers 
men who wear uniforms and are masters of 
large machines which go “zoom.” 

To Huter, any idealized picture of his work 
seems inaccurate. He displays an occasional 
ual swagger in handling his job, but it is the bra- 
vado of a lion tamer about to enter the cage. The 
lion tamer can not only make a dash for the door 
if things get too hot, but he can also be sure that 
all his lions will behave more or less like lions. 
Greyhound passengers are unpredictable and 
Huter is stuck with them until the end of the run. 
If his charges decide to go berserk, have a baby, or 
pour a marathon monologue into his ear he can- 
not, like the lion tamer, distract them by firing 
blank cartridges or waving chairs in their faces.

At times Huter feels that he is running more or less of a psychi- 
atric clinic on wheels. Few people, he has discovered, can get more 
than 50 miles from home and still be themselves. If they have re- 
sentments, frustrations or deflated egos, each additional mile from 
their native scene encourages them to throw their weight around. 
Brushed off by their fellow passengers, they can always pick on the 
driver, who is meanwhile busy sending his 214-hp. behemoth hur- 
tling along the twisting New England roads 

Under the circumstances Huter’s disposition has stood up re- 
markably well. He smiles easily and his smile isn’t as sardonic as 
one might expect. He has not, however, any intention of spending 
the rest of his days testing his sense of humor in a bus. On the con- 
trary he means to get out as soon as he is financially able and al- 
ready has several irons in the fire. Even now he runs a little plumb- 
ing and heating business on the side. He would also like an off-hours 
job as a therapist, working with the mental patients at the Veter- 
ans’ Hospital at Northampton, Mass. 


Little time on his hands 


=ANTIME, as captain of the Greyhound, he is everything from 
engineer and conductor to porter and chore boy. He takes tick- 
, announces way stations, loads and . 
Greyhound unyeiled in Chicago its new 
mond Loewy-General Motors job complete with astradome, 
upholste built-in toilet. When Huter heard of this last 
he groaned, "so now we also got to be plumbers.” 

Despite all these demands on his time on the job, Huter has man- 
aged to keep his eye on the road and his mind on the main job— 
driving—well enough to earn a ear safety award. He has ac 
complished this in the face of some considerable highway hazards. 
On every trip he finds himself bucking at least a few drivers who 
should never have been given licenses. The average motorist will 
concede that he will come off second best in a tangle with a railroad 
train, but the same man often treats an onrushing bus as a mere 
bully, trying to bluff its way to the head of the line. Small egos 
which like to thwart large objects will plant a car in the middle of 
the road and feign deafness to the blasts of the air horn. Always 
pressed by his timetable, Huter must nevertheless outwait these 
playful characters. 

On the open stretches, where he would like to turn on the speed, 
he must watch his step. The state police and local constabulary of 
New York, Connecticut and Massachusetts do not concede that a 
bus driver's schedule places him beyond the laws of the road. If he 
is arrested he must pay any fine out of his own pocket and the charge 
goes on his record with the company. If he has a head on accident 
he has a Grade A chance of i injury, for the bus motor is in the rear, 
not out in front where it could protect him. Unless he has a sound 
defense, he may also be fired.

HONEYMOONING COUPLES are especially welcome passengers: Huter 
knows from experience that they usually put the others in an amiable mood, 


blind curves and wild drivers, Huter has no instrument to warn 
him that some young buck is about to fling a jalopy out of a side 
road. He never knows when an absent-minded mother will ram a 
perambulator into a crosswalk as he goes through small towns, or 
when a loafing car will start to race as he tries to pass. By training 
and practice he is inured to these perils. He handles his 13-ton mon- 
ster with such authority that more timid drivers get bug-eyed as 
they watch him whiz past cars, clearing them with a safe but 
scanty margin. That part of the job is a reflex—if a highly devel- 
oped one—with all good Greyhound men. The success of their con- 
ditioning to operational hazards is obviously borne out by the fact 
that in 1948 Greyhound’s 19 divisions in the U.! ad .084 fatalities 
per 100 million passenger miles. The over-all U.S. bus line death 
rate was .180. 

In his bus Huter can expect an almost completely new cast of 
characters on each run. For the next six hours he joins them in a 
little drama, Usually the opening lines are standard—the ques- 
tions, “What time does the 8 o'clock bus leave?” or “Which is the 
sunny side of the bus?” (This varies frequently, since the road 
winds in many directions, but he must answer politely, even on 
rainy days.) He may have to persuade skeptical travelers that the 
loudspeaker mentioning “New Milford and Burlington” on this 
New England run did not mean New Milford, Pa. or Burlington, 
Towa. Sometimes he gets a quick, first-act crisis. One day a well- 
squiffed young woman, clasping the hand of a pretty little girl, 
climbed aboard and tottered to a seat. Huter decided to take them 
because of the child. A few miles down the road he glimpsed the 
woman stuffing an empty pint bottle into her handbag. She then 
passed out. Huter stopped the bus, moved the woman to a rear 
seat, opened a window and took the little girl up front with him. 
‘The child said, “Mummy and I haven’t eaten for a long, long time. 
She wasn’t hungry.” 

At Danbury, Conn, he bought a hot meal for the child and hot 
coffee and bromides for the mother, making three extra stops for 
more coffee, more bromides. He paid for this out of his own pocket 
and said nothing to the company, which neither gives rolling hang- 
over cures nor allows drinking on busses. At Pittsfield he had the sat- 
isfaction of unloading a sober mother and a well-fed child. 


Cigarets, yes; pipes, no

him an old codger sending up a cloud of smoke from a corncob. At 
the next stop Huter walked back to explain that passengers may 
use cigarets but not pipes or cigars.

The New York to Pittsfield railroad 
conductor can spend every night at home. Huter, who has a wife, 
a 16-year-old daughter and a 3-year old son, sees them on only half 
his working nights. 


How he lost a job 


RIVERS on Fifth Avenue buses in New York get home to 

their families every night and do not have to work ase: 
day week, but Huter envies them only their freedom to sa 
passengers. He once drove a municipal bus himself and has no 
illusions about the job. His career in that field came to an abrupt end 
after a series of arguments with a customer who frequently com. 
plained that the bus always made him late to work. One morning, for 
a change, the customer was late and Huter didn’t happen to see him 
plunge for the doorstep. He snapped the pneumatic doors closed, 
neatly clamping the man’s neck in a vise. Huter turned in his bus 
that night and didn’t bother to come back for the lawsuit. 

The top dogs in transportation, of course, are airline captains. 
With a passenger load approximating that of a large Greyhound 
bus, a flight captain—who wouldn’t lift a briefcase for a Cabinet 
member—usually draws $10,000 to $12,000 a year, depending on 
the type of equipment he flies, the terrain and his seniority. To Hu- 
ter, who knows how to fly a plane, th cold-plated job. His war 
tours as a radio man took him to the China-Burma theater, Europe, 
Africa, the Middle East, South America, the Caribbean, Iceland, 
Greenland, Mexico, Central America, Canada and Alaska.

“*What’s so tough about that?” he says. “It was quite a bus ride, 
but you are way up there in the ozone, with all those little instru- 
ments to help you. Not an automobile in sight.” 

Many of his experiences with automobiles and their drivers are 
dramatic memories to Huter. He recalls coming on an overturned 
car in Bedford, N.Y. “Three people had been thrown out and were 
lying in a snowbank. A young boy was pinned to the road with the 
car resting on his head. I stopped, gave one passenger a light to flag 
down traffic. I sent another to the nearest house to get blankets, 
told a third one to call the siate police and an ambulance. Men from 
the bus helped lift the car and release the kid, treated him for shock 
and wrapped him in blankets. The police came and an ambulance 
took him away. I hear he lived. . . .” 

On another curve he says, “One time a woman went over the line 
here and forced an oncoming truck to veer off on the shoulder. The 
shoulder gave way and the truck tumbled down that embankment. 
Tran down with my fire extinguisher, played it on the cab and pulled 
out the driver. The man said, ‘Buddy, take off my shoes. They hurt.” 
‘Then he died, I saw another trucker standing next to me, crying. I 
said, ‘It’s tough. . . .’ He said, ‘Yeah. He was my brother.’” 

Huter’s wayside adventures sometimes have gratifying sequels. 
One day after he had been warned to look out for an Army deserter 
believed to be cruising between New York and Massachusetts, he 
spotted a furtive lad slouched down in a rear seat of his bus. On a 
pretext he got the youth up front. 

“Sonny, you didn’t like the Army, did you?” he said. 

The boy flushed, then blurted, "No. It doesn’t make sense. The 
war’s over. I want to be a farmer.” 

“They're on to you, and you can’t win,” Huter pointed out. “Give 
ourself up and it'll go easy. When I was in the Army, people didn’t 
ike it because somebody was always shootin’ at “em. All you have 

to do is wait out your time and come back to the farm in one piece. 
Js that so hard?” 

At the next lice barracks the citizen soldier marched in 
to surrender He has since ridden Huter's bus in uniform 
and on furlough. 


He admires truck drivers 


PPROACHING Rye, N.Y. at a good clip one night in the spring 
of 1947, when he was taking a Boston run, Huter saw a limping 
ragging toward him, waving. He stopped. The man was 
est Florence, a driver for the New England Transportation Co., 
whose truck had been sideswiped by another one around the next 
curve. Although injured, Florence had remembered that the Grey- 
hound was about due and hobbled up the road to prevent it from 
ling into the smashed-up trucks. Later Huter wrote a letter to 
Ke . praising Florence for his courage in protecting the lives of 
37 Greyhound passengers and other motorists. His letter ended, 
“Tt is a shame we do not have more people in America like Ernie, 
who think of others instead of themselves; if we had, many lives 
would be spared in wars as well as accidents.” 

Shortly after this the Motor Transport Association of Connecti- 
cut named Florence its “Driver of the Month.” Huter was deli 
ed, since he has always insisted that truckers are his 
ers on the highways. As professionals they share Huter’s interest in 
petting to their destination alive—: penne of view misunderstood 

Wy nervous passengers who squawk, “Why do you go so fast on these 
i¢y roads?” or “What's the hurry about passing that car?” If Huter 
believed a road too icy for safety, he would stop the bus and report 
to his head ers. If he were not certain he could pass a car safe- 
ly, he would stay behind it. 

‘When he doesn’t have a troublemaker on his own list 
and even the motorists are acting almost human, Huter can always 
work up a case of jitters by remembering the woes of other bus driv- 
ers. The driver is supposed to change his own tires (or call the com- 
pany garage for permission to hire help) if he has a flat. One time a 
driver who was busy putting on a spare discovered one of his passen- 

ers had disappeared. ?

"T think he went over back of that red barn,” said a passenger. 

The driver walked around the barn and bumped into a pair of 
heavy shoes.

and hats. If a large suitcase is placed on it a good jolt may send the 
luggage crashing down on the passenger's head. 

There is also a step up from the aisle level to the seats. At night 
a passenger who forgets about this may step off to start down the 
aisle and instead fall over the occupants of the opposite chai 

The chairs are adjustable to three positions. If a 6-foot man i: 
seated behind someone who wants to rare back and recline, the seat 
will rap his knees. He then feels as though he were holding the for- 
ward passenger on his lap. 

Some people object to tobacco smoke in any form. But all Grey- 
hound buses are smokers. 

Windows are easily opened. In winter the hearty type muffles up 
in furs and lets in blasts of air on his shivering neighbors. If some+ 
one insists the window be closed, the fur-bearing passenger com- 
plains about the heat. Recently some of the air-conditioning units 
(but not the heaters) have been pulled out of the Pittsfield buses. 
Since a third of the trip is spent in New York City traffic or small

Any reading on the bus is difficult because of its jigglish progress. 
Night reading is impossible. There are lights for this purpose, but 
Huter usually cuts them off with a master switch. He Eplaine that 
the reading lights create glares in his windshield. Cutting them off 
usually creates glares in the customers, but this, like all the other 
complaints, no longer bothers him. 

Huter, in fact, is growing philosophical. When all events conspire 
against him he turns his thoughts to memories of half-finished epi- 
sodes—the kind of which he sees only the beginning, never the end. 

Once, on a long, straight stretch of Connecticut highway, he saw 
a car slough off the road, knock down several fence posts and sink 
into a bog. Before he came abreast the driver had slipped out, crossed 
the highway to a handsome house, opened the door with a key and 
stepped inside. The fence posts are still down, and each time Huter 
passes them he continues to wonder what happened, 

There was also the case of the missing bridegroom. About to leave 
Danbury once, Huter noticed one man was missing. He called out 
the routine query, “Anyone know of a passenger who hasn't come 
back to the bus?” 

A young woman hurried to the front and whispered to him, “It’s 
my husband. He walked off down the street.” 

There are bars within a few blocks of the rest stop, and Huter 
asked, “Your husband drink, lad: 

“T don’t really know. I don’t think so.” 

Huter led her on a tour of the neighborhood saloons. When their 
man couldn’t be found, the girl confessed she had been married only 
a few days and was on her way to a Vermont town to meet her 
in-laws for the first time. At Pittsfield he turned the bus over to 
the driver who then takes it up to Burlington, Vt. He reported the 
bride got off at her scheduled stop, alone.

Rumbling up and down beaches in California is a new 
mechanized beachcomber. Invented by Vic Chatten, 
an ex-Navy officer and ex-Hollywood stuntman, it proc- 
esses 1,600 tons of sand an hour, collecting and separat- 
ing out broken bottles, dead fish, old bathing caps and 
an average of $100 worth of assorted valuables a da: 
Drawn by a tractor at a speed of a mile an hour, the San- 
itizer has a series of metal buckets which dig deep into 
the sand, dump the loot on a conveyor belt, allowing 
the sand to fall back to the beach through wire screens. 
Besides enhancing the shore line, officials hope it will 
cut down the 12,000 cases of first aid—mostly feet cut 
by glass—which Los Angeles beaches recorded last year.
